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The Congo Free State 


HE early stamps of Congo bear 

the inscription Etat Independant 

du Congo. This territory was 

once, just as the inscription on 
the stamp implies, an independent state. 
The Congo is that great basin of Central 
Africa, nearly one million square miles 
in area, through which the Congo River 
and its tributaries flow. It is populated 
almost entirely by natives who are, for 
the most part, cannibals and heathens. 
The first great explorer of this region 
was Henry M. Stanley who is shown 
on a number of stamps of Congo (Scott’s 
A45). 


Interested by the explorations of Stan- 
ley and the other explorers, Leopold II 
of Belgium considered plans for the

exploitation of the Congo. He suggested 
to the leading nations of the world that 
they send representatives to a conference 
which would discuss the exploration and 
development of Africa. Many nations, 
including Great Britain, Germany, Rus- 
sia, Austria, France, and Italy, joined 
with Belgium, and the conference was 
held in 1876. 


This conference decided to form an 
international African association for the 
purposes of exploration and civilization 





in Central Africa. This was a sort of 
international corporation, and any nation 
that desired to participate was to give

financial aid to the movement. Leopold 
saw to it that Belgium contributed the 
greater part, and soon the association 
was a Belgian organization. 

Now, Leopold had things pretty much 
to his liking when Portugal claimed that 
she had first discovered the Congo and 
was entitled to own it. To consider this 
claim, another conference was held in 
1884. This conference recognized, to the 
disgust of Portugal, an independent 
Congo Free State. But the nations 
taking part in this conference still 
thought it was to be an “international” 
area and that all nations would have 
the right to trade there. 

Leopold II of Belgium even from the 
first dominated the administration of 
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the Free State. In 1885, he declared 
himself King of the Independent State 
of Congo. However, this did not at ali 
mean that the Congo had become a 
Belgian colony. Leopold began to rule 
his new kingdom as an absolute mon- 
archy. It was as though he were owner 
of one vast plantation, and, surprisingly 








enough, the European powers registered, 
at first, no complaint strong enough to 
be heard. 


In 1886, the first set of stamps was 
issued by Congo. The design showed 
a portrait of King Leopold. However, 
Leopold had been so autocratic that the 
European powers finally protested loudly. 
Monopolies had been created to exploit 
the Congo which was a rich country 
abounding in rubber, palm oil, and 
ivory. Rumors, both true and false, had 
been circulated about cruel treatment 
to the natives—whippings, slavery, and 
even murders. 


Thus, the nations of the world pro- 
tested the exploitation of the Congo, 





and, in 1908, the Congo Free State was 
relieved of the rule of the king of Bel- 
gium and became a Belgian colony sub- 
ject to the authority of the parliament 
of Belgium. Thereafter, on the stamps 
of Congo, no longer appeared the in- 
scription, Etat Independant du Congo, 
but simply Congo Belge.

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Proposed Legislation 


Among the hundreds of bills intro- 
duced during the first three days of the 
Seventy-sixth Congress are several that 
should prove of interest to the phila- 
telic world. Leading this list is the joint 
resolution (H. J. Res. 29), proposed by 
Congressman Murdock of Arizona to au- 
thorize the issuance of a special stamp 
commemorating the four hundredth an- 
niversary of the coming of the first white 
man, Fray Marcos de Niza, into the 
southwestern part of the United States. 
This resolution has been referred to the 
Committee on Post Offices and Post 
Roads. 


Various changes in postal rates have 
been proposed. Congressman Maas of 
Minnesota introduced a bill (H. R. 82) 
to provide for the application of the 
2-cent rate of first-class mail matter for 
delivery within the confines of any in- 
corporated city and to contiguous cities. 
The establishing of special rates of 
postage for samples of merchandise is 
included in the bill (H. R. 266) pre- 
sented by Congressman Hartley of New 
Jersey, while authorization of a special 
rate of postage on periodicals when sent 
by public libraries is suggested by Con- 
gressman Lanham of Texas (H. R. 
1664). 


In the Senate bill (S. 4) has been 
proposed by Senator Hayden of Arizona 
to prohibit the mailing of certain classes 
of unsolicited merchandise and a meas- 
ure providing that manuscripts of au- 
thors’ works may be carried in the mails 
as third-class or fourth-class matter (S. 
332) is being sponsored by Senator Van- 
denburg of Michigan. 


Congressman Keogh of New York pro- 
posed a bill (H. R. 998) to authorize 
the construction and use of underground 
pneumatic-tube service and several oth- 
er measures improving the welfare of 
postal employees. One of these (H. R. 
995) would provide study periods for 
post office clerks, terminal and transfer 
clerks. In addition, over a dozen meas- 
ures affecting postal employees have 
been introduced by other Congressmen.

Panama Constitution Error 
Sheet Found 


An entire sheet of 25 of the 2c 
Panama U. S. Constitution commemo- 
rative stamp imperf horizontally has 
been found in their stock by the E. J. 
Frank Co. of Baltimore, Md. After 
finding this sheet among their purchases, 
the balance of the sheets they had were 
carefully scrutinized, but no other er- 
rors were found. It was reported that 
the entire issue of these stamps was 
sold out in the first two hours they were 
on sale, so the possibility of any more 
being found, in post offices is unlikely. 
This is the only error so far reported 
on this issue. This is also one of the 
few errors found on any of the Consti- 
tution issues. Others reported to date 
are the 50c Nicaragua also imperforate 
horizontally and the Spanish stamp both 
in regular and in miniature sheet with 
inverted surcharge. 


® Gambia’s first design stamps, issued 
from 1869 to 1898 were issued in sheets 
of 15 only, no larger (and none smaller).

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An Explanation Of S. P. A. 
Officer Changes 


By STEPHEN G. RICH 
Secretary Pro Tem 





Editor’s Note: The following was receiv- 
ed from Mr. Rich under date of January | 
10 and serves to bring out in the open 
matters concerning which only rumors 
have heretofore reached us. It will 
serve as explanation to those of our 
readers who are S.P.A. members and 
have been puzzled by contradictory not- 
ices in the official organ. The opinions 
given below are not necessarily our own 
and should not be. construed as such. 





A post card has been sent out by 
President Broderick of the Society of 
Philatelic Americans, informing’ the 
membership of the change of Secretary 
and that I am now Secretary Pro Tem 
of that Society. In view of the un- 
fortunate personal squabbles which have 
been taking place within the S.P.A. I 
think it wise to furnish you, as I am 
furnishing every other stamp paper edi- 
tor of whom I can think, the brief story 
of the situation. 

In the summer of 1938 the S.P.A. had 
an election of officers and Board of Di- 
rectors’ members. Former Secretary Coes 
of the S.P.A. was on the ticket along 
with others. The real contest was for 
the office of Vice President. Mr. Coes 
did not stay out of the fight but active- 
ly worked for one candidate. 

The Election Committee of the S.P.A. 
Convention at Chicago discovered ser- 
ious irregularities in the way of votes 
cast in the name of members without 
their consent or even knowledge. The 
elimination of these and certain other 
illegal votes became necessary. Accord- 
ingly, instead of the election of the 
candidate for Vice President backed by 
Mr. Coes, his rival was elected by a 
large majority. I have it definitely in 
writing that the election would have 
gone this way even if every illegal vote 
had been counted. 

Because of an unfortunate situation 
arising out of a misuse of an old resolu- 
tion allowing payment of membership 
dues by stamps, there appeared to be a 
serious shortage in the monies of the 
Society. Without duress Mr. Coes signed 
agreements and acknowledged them on 
the floor of the Chicago Convention, in 
which he agreed to furnish the neces- 
sary information on this and other mat- 
ters of the money passing thru his of- 
fice or to resign within a brief period if 
he did not furnish the information. 

Mr. Coes failed to make good on his 
agreement and on October 1, 1938, Pres- 
ident Broderick asked for Mr. Coes’ res- 
ignation. This resignation was*accepted 
by vote of the Board of Directors by 
mail by October 10th. Mr. Coes there- 
upon tried to withdraw his resignation 
in spite of its having been accepted. 
Pending appointment of his successo1 
Mr. Coes was allowed to continue his 
work of the Secretary’s office. During 
this interval he and the defeated candi- 





date for Vice President, Mr. C. R. 


Morse, of Knoxville, Tenn., devised ways 


and means which they believed might 
save the job for Mr. Coes. 

On November 19th, I was appointed 
Secretary Pro Tem of the S. P. A. by 
President Broderick. My instructions at 
that time were merely to secure the 
S.P.A. properties and monies from Mr. 
Coes and act as custodian until a perm- 
anent Secretary could be appointed for 


} the remainder of the term and approved 


by the Board of Directors. 

Two trips to Worcester, Mass., failed 
to secure results from Mr. Coes. Work- 
ing with his Knoxville friend, Mr. Coes 
built up what he believes to be charges 
against practically all the officers and 
Board members of the S.P.A. These 
were submitted, not to the Board of 
Appeals of that Society but to the Chair- 
man of a past Board of Appeals, no 
longer in office. The jurisdiction of such 
past Board has, of course, been denied 
and the attempts on the part of the past 
Board of Appeals to put charges into 
effect have been ignored or rebuffed, 
by all concerned. 

A gathering to repel the insurrection 
fomented by Coes and Morse was called 
by Vice President Vining and President 
Broderick in Chicago, Illinois, on De- 
cember 31st, 1938. At that gathering it 
was agreed that the future existence of 
the Society depends upon quashing this 
rebellion. 

Accordingly, I was directed actually 
to proceed as Secretary and to reconsti- 
tute the Society and the Secretary while 
steps were being taken towards securing 
from Mr. Coes the records, money and 
other property which he continues to 
hold without proper right. The post 
card announcing me as Secretary was, 
therefore, sent out to all members of the 
S.P.A.

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On behalf not only of myself but of 
six more members of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the S.P.A. who are associated 
in repelling this rebellion we have to 
state that any S.P.A. notice sent out 
after December Ist, 1938, by Mr. Coes, 
is without standing or authority; that 
any notice from him or any other person 
as to some Board member being “Act- 
ing President” is not in accordance with 
fact; and that any notice as to alleged 
appointment of Mrs. Coes, Mr. Morse, 
etc., to the Board of Directors is com- 
pletely incorrect. 

The matter is complicated by a diffi- 
culty with the Official Organ with which 
the S.P.A. has for years had its contract. 
Owing to the dilatory methods of a for- 
mer Treasurer, including excessive delay 
in turning over money and records to the 
present Treasurer, it was not until No- 
vember 1938, that the bills to the journ- 
al were paid up to within a reasonable 
time of date. There are further compli- 
cations which are not of particular im- 
portance but nearly all of which hinge 
upon the extreme slowness with which 
the former Treasurer handled the busi- 
ness of the Society. 

The facts as I have stated them are 
all that are essential and to the best of 
my knowledge I have given a correct 
and complete version of each event. I 
have purposely avoided all mention of 
motives and personalities as far as pos- 
sible. My opinion as to the motives 
back of the rebellion is not of any public 
importance. It is of interest to the stamp 
collecting public that such a rebellion 
and attempt to seize the Society has 
occurred and that the recent develop- 
ments are incidents in restoring the So- 
ciety to normal activity. 


The following is a notice sent to the 
S.P.A. membership by the once-resigned 
Secretary, F. L. Coes, dated Jan. 7th, 
and received a few days after that print- 
ed above from Mr. Rich. In an effort 
to obtain all the facts to print the entire 
controversy in this one number of 
LINN’S, Mr. Coes was asked for further 
details on the charges referred to below, 
but little further data was produced 
other than that Mr. Coes claims to have 
had his resignation refused and that he 
then withdrew it, and that the charges 
against the officers elected at Chicago 
are based upon “election irregularities 
and ethical charges.” LINN’S presents 
the statements of both sides, believing 
these will be of interest to many of our 
readers and in the best interest of phil- 
ately as a whole and the S.P.A. in par- 
ticular. 


January 7, 1939 


It has come to the attention of this 
office, that a post card notice dated De- 
cember 3l1st, 1938, bearing the name of 
Russell J. Broderick who styles himself 
“President S.P.A.” has been received by 
many members of the Society. 

Said post card notice alleged that one 
Stephen G. Rich of Verona, N. J., is 
“Secretary pro tem of the S.P.A.” 

You are hereby informed that on De- 
cember ist, 1938, charges accompanied 


by prima facie evidence against said 
Russell J. Broderick, said Stephen G. 
Rich, and also against J. Edw. Vining, 
F. M. Coppock, Jr., and eleven other 
members of the Society, including Ver- 
non Davies and Verne P. Kaub, both of 
whom claim to be members of a Board 
of Appeals appointed by said Broderick. 

Whereas, said charges among other 
things attack the legality of the supposed 
election of the said Broderick as Presi- 
dent and said Vining as Vice President, 
which charges, if proved, will invalidate 
election of these said de facto officers, 
and in as much as under the provision of 
Article XIV of the By-Laws a member 
under charges accompanied by prima 
facie evidence is ipso facto suspended 
from membership in the Society pending 
hearing, said charges have of necessity 
been referred to the Board of Appeals 
duly appointed in August, 1936, and who 
hold over in office until such time as 
their successors are legally appointed by 
de jure Board of Directors. 

Said Board of Appeals duly and law- 
fully appointed in 1936, have received 
said charges and the Chairman H. H. 
Marsh, has assigned Saturday, January 
28th for the beginning of hearings there- 
on. 

As both the persons claiming to have 
been elected President and Vice Presi- 
dent of the Society in the supposed elec- 
tion of August, 1938, are under charges, 
Senior Director Paul W. Savage is act- 
ing as President pro tem, and Director 
R. C. Edgar as Vice President pro tem.

Too late to include with the above 
statements, and too voluminous to print 
in its entirety, is a five-page copy re- 
ceived of a letter to the Regional Vice- 
Presidents sent by Vice-President J. Ed- 
ward Vining of St. Louis. This letter 
states the full details of the Chicago 
Convention, and affirms that Secretary 
Coes voluntiirily signed agreements since

Editor’s Notebook 


LIGHT AT LAST Elsewhere in this 
issue we print an 
article by Stephen G. Rich, newly chos- 
en Secretary Pro Tem of the Society of 
Philatelic Americans.

his announcement, which was lacking in 
details. His brief reply did not add 
much information, other than the state- 
ment he considers himself as Secretary. 
It will be noted that both statements 
present a confusing claim, Mr. Rich 
stating Mr. Coes resignation had been 
accepted and Mr. Coes stating it was 
declined and withdrawn. We leave it 
to those of our readers interested to 
determine who is correct. LINN’S 
wishes to be fair and present the full 
story as told by each side and we have 
given both sides full advantage of the 
opportunity. However we do not pro- 
pose to open our columns to protracted 
discussion of this controversy. 

Some die-hards will question the wis- 
dom of printing Mr. Rich’s resume, in 
their attitude completely overlooking the 
fact that the policy of hushing troubles 
in our national societies has done them 
far more harm than if these difficulties 
were admitted publicly. It’s an insult to 
the intelligence of their members to at- 
tempt to have the membership believe 
everything is always perfectly conducted. 
Trying to suppress or delay things un- 
favorable only piles up trouble, as wit- 
ness the present S.P.A. difficulties. Neg- 
lect of duty has been a thing too often 
condoned by a mistaken preference for 
whitewashing as against just plain wash- 
ing, and many a club, philatelic and 
otherwise has piled on the rocks because 
of it. What our societies need is recog- 
nition of the fact that society members 
are the last to know of the things re- 
garding their society which they of all 
persons should know. There is but one 
way to correct this—publish the facts, 
and publish them promptly.

Roumanian Forgeries 


The Roumanian Philatelic Society 
Review reports forgeries of the 1927 
Roumanian Geographical Society com- 
memorative set, in addition to those pre- 
viously reported in LINN’S. The 3 lei 
plus 7 lei can be readily told by the 
forgery having instead of vertical lines 
of shading under the word “JUBi- 
LEUL,” a solid black heavy line. The 
5 lei plus 5 lei has the same distin- 
guishing characteristic under the line 
“SOC. R. R. DE GEOGRAFIE” and in 
addition has a capital “I” instead of 
lower case “i” in GEOGRAFIiE” as the 
use of a capital “I” is improper in most 
Roumanian words. In the 6 lei plus 4 
lei most distinguishing characteristics are 
the “P” of “POSTA” and “B” of “JU- 
BiLEUL” having the loops of the letters 
solid instead of outlined and enclosing 
an open space.

Belatedly the complete story of the 
finding of the 6c air mail stamp imper- 
forate horizontally has been told, through 
the columns of Stamps. Our readers will 
recall the brief report on this we pub- 
lished last summer, based on what one 
of our readers in New York supplied. 
His information was that 34 sheets of 
the 6c orange were found in this condi- 
tion. It now develops that 40 sheets 
were actually found and of the new 6c 
bicolored airmail, not the orange stamp. 
These were found in a package of sheets 
at Brooklyn by two collectors planning 
to buy some of the new stamps for 
affixing to covers on May 15. This con- 
stitutes probably the largest quantity of 
any U. S. perforation error ever to reach 
philatelic marts, 1000 pairs in all. Of 
course since these sheets contain center- 
lines and double plate numbers, many 
blocks will be kept of those varieties. 
Prices asked by the group of dealers 
now offering the lot are of interest: pair, 
$100; block of four, $200; top block of 
ten with plate numbers, arrow and cor- 
ners, $850; centerline horizontal block of 
ten, $750; full sheets, $2500. Consider- 
ing the quantity existing, it is interest- 
ing to compare these with the price of 
$400 a block asked in 1931 for the Von 
Steuben imperforate. Of this error only 
a single sheet of 100 copies reached 
philatelic hands and at this price sold 
at a slow rate. 


A W. P. A. worker found a 12c 1851 
on cover, laying on the ground beneath 
a bridge recently according to a yarn in 
the Chicago Philatelic Society News. 
The man had ducked under the bridge 
during a shower, stooped over to tie his 
shoe lace and then saw the stamp on a 
ruined cover. 


There are approximately 44,650 post 
offices in the United States. These fig- 
ures do not include branches, stations, 
tural tributary offices, railway post of- 
fices, or sea post offices. Naval post 
offices come under “branches.” Two- 
thirds of all post offices are fourth-class 
offices; these being those found in coun- 
try stores, etc., the post office doing lit- 
tle business, equipped with a _ rubber 
hand stamp postmark-canceller and the 
postmaster being paid a percentage of 
the face value of the stamps he (or she) 
cancels on outgoing mails. The number 
of post offices is steadily decreasing due 
to consolidation and extension of rural 
delivery routes. The extension of the 
routes are due in turn to new roads and 
abandonment of railway branch service 
throughout the country. 


After reaching a peak sale price of 
around $90, full sheets of the 16c air- 
mail special delivery Farley imperforate 
are now down between $65 and $75 as 
per the Mint Sheet Brokerage Bulle- 
tin of recent weeks.

BEGINNERS 


Often I have been asked “What are 
the best kind of precancels to save?” 
These questions are often embellished 
with afterthoughts like this. 17c? Com- 
memoratives? Bureaus?? or what? Well 
without a doubt Bureau Prints are the 
most stable and the most readily con- 
verted into cash. In the city type field 
double lines seem to be the cream of the 
crop butI imagine that Presidentials will 
crowd them out in a short time. Bi- 
Cents were IT a few short years back 
and before that it was something else. 
Printed type commemoratives are gen- 
erally good. Dollar values and the odd 
values are always sought after. The 13s, 
14s, 17s and 25s. Electros in doubles 
or triples of legitimate origin are always 
good. Likewise colored cancellations that 
are not favors are good property. Here 
is a thought tho, that any collection 
unless it is a specialized one of high 
class items throughout, must contain the 
common items to have completeness. 





Postmaster General’s Report 





The nation is becoming increasingly 
philatelically-minded. That is the ob- 
servation of Postmaster General James 
A. Farley, contained in his sixth annual 
report to president Roosevelt. In fact, 
It was the first time Farley made special 
mention of philately in an annual report. 
Sales to stamp collectors, Farley said, 
has not only become a permanent and 
important part of postal revenue but are 
“adding impulse to our national and 
historical culture.” 


Farley, in his report, gave an account- 
ing of the activities of the stamp division 
during the fiscal year which ended June 
30, 1938, and it showed a busy 12 
months. Post-office transactions in post- 
age stamps and other stamped paper 
show sales totaling $515,210,455.08, one 
percent less than last year but higher 
than the record for any other year since 
1931. 

Farely reported receipts from the sale 
of postage stamps for collection use 


through the philatelic agency totaled 
$1,685,751.73 for the fiscal year. Although 
this is somewhat lower than the previous 
fiscal year figure, the number of mail 


orders filled increased from 126,000 to 
149,000 and, Farly added: 


“There is every evidence that sales 
of stamps to collectors through local 
post offices, though unrecorded, are 
showing substantial gains every year 
in keeping with the increasing public 
interest in stamp collecting.” 

Farely hailed the new congressional 
action permitting illustration of U. S. 
postage stamps in their entirety for phil- 
atelic purposes, saying: 

“This liberalization of the rules apply- 
ing to the reproduction of postage stamps 
designs has already proven to be of dis- 
tinct benefit to philatelic writers and 
publishers. The greater freedom now 
allowed in the use of these reproductions 
in the illustrating of stamp articles in 
news papers and philatelic journals is 
also serving to give wider publicity to 
stamp collecting tha never before.” 

Commemorative stamps, special issues, 
and the authorization of a new regular 
series featured the stamp division’s ac- 
tivities during the fiscal year. Issuance 
of the new presidential series of 32 
stamps has been completed. Com- 
memorative issues which appeared dur- 
ing the fiscal year were for the sesqui- 
centennial of the adoption of the 
ordinance of 1787, the 350th anniversary

of the birth of Virginia Dare, the sesqui- 
centennial of the signing of the adoption 
of the constitution, and the tercentenary 
of the first colony of Swedes and Finns. 
Special series of four stamps were issued 
in recognition of Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto 
Rico, and the Virgin Islands. A souvenir 
stamp sheet, containing a reprint of the 
10-cent Smoky Mountain National Park 
Stamp, was authorized, and a new issue 
of the 6-cent air-mail stamp made its 
appearance in conjunction with the 
observance of National Air Mail Week, 
May 15-21. 

Farley reported that total revenue 
derived from migratory-bird hunting 
stamps was $974,680.29 during the fiscal 
year.—Edwin Brooks.

Hoping to find good copies of the 
16c on 26c Arnacal stamp, I requested to 
be allowed to see all the remaining stock 
of the stamp, which the chief of the 
Philatelic Section kindly permitted. I 
was glad to note that there are several 
hundred still left but my heart sank 
within me when looking carefully over 
them I found all to be either off-centered 
or straight edged. There are some badly 
centered, the perforations cut to within 
two millimeters into the frame of an- 
other showing an apparent imperforated 
between. There were several green ones 
too, Scott’s 407-a, but all straight edges. 





An Arnacal variety of which I am a 
lucky discoverer and possesor is a verti- 
cal strip of seven showing a white line 
running from top to bottom. Philatelists 
call it “accordion.” Evidently, the paper 
folded when printed, and when unfolded 
shows a white line. 





The Rizal Birthday Issue (Scott’s No. 
402-404) is the second venture of the 
Philippines to print its own stamps. It 
is interesting to note that it presents 
a good study in the varieties of colors 
and shades. The 2c can be found printed 
in at least 7 shades, the 6c on 15 and 
the 36c on 5, each stamp varying from 
light to very dark of the original color. 





Several people have asked me why 
these stamps are so under-cataloged as 
compared to other commemoratives re- 
leased in the same year. For study I 
submit the following data: 


Rizal’s Birthday Issue: 
6c—300,000, 36c—200,000. 

Arnacal: 2c on 4c—2,000,000, 6c on 
12c—500,000, 16c on 26c—300,000. 

Quezon Stamps: 2c—5,000,000, 6c— 
1,000,000, 12c—500,000. 

Several people explain the fact that 
the height of the Arnacal stamp is due 
to its being an air mail, though I doubt 
if it can truly be called an air mail. If 
I understand right, an air mail stamp 
is one printed by the government for 
use on air mail letters. The Arnacals

I was in the Philatelic Section one 
day in search of a bottom plate of the 
24c Air Mail. Not able to find one in 
the supply of the clerk, I requested to be 
brought the main supply which she did. 
When all that is left of the 24c was 
shown to me, I was disappointed to note 
that all the bottom plates were detached. 
I was not offered an explanation. 





Speaking of bottom plates, I find the 
same difficulty with the 1935 Pictorials 
overprinted COMMONWEALTH. While 
in this case they are not detached, the 
sheets were so cut to fit the overprinting 
machine that there is a very small por- 
tion of the number left. In many cases 
the numbers are hardly readable. 





There is much speculation going along 
in the P. I. Airmails. In spite of their 
being cataloged low, I know of a dealer 
who is keeping plenty in stock. Asked 
on what basis he is doing this, he ex- 
plained that these airmails are part of 
the 1932 Pictorials from which the 
Von Graunaus were also taken. If you 
know what he is talking about, you will 
agree with him that he is logically cor- 
rect. But is it going to be practical? 
It remains to be seen.
